It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  were  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  1923. 
The  Pathological  Department  of  the  Infirmary  was  of  considerable  help  in  checking  the  Disease. 
393  swabbings  of  throats  were  made  and  the  material  examined.  14  positive  contacts  were 
discovered,  all  scholars  at  the  Elementary  Schools.  These  carriers  were  isolated  at  the  Salis¬ 
bury  and  District  Isolation  Hospital  and  kept  there  till  free  of  Diphtheria  Bacilli. 

The  efficiency  of  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  District  increases  as  regards 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  not  fully  notified. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

No  epidemic  of  note  took  place  in  1923. 


SUMMARY  (FOR  REFERENCE)  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 
HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

(a)  General. — All  the  City  Parishes  except  one  have  a  Nursing  Association,  which 
provides  Funds  for  payment  of  a  Nurse  for  their  District.  These 
Associations  are  not  financed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

(h)  For  Infectious  Diseases  the  Council  provide  a  Nurse  or  Nurses  in  case  of  an  epidemic 
such  as  Measles. 

Midwives. — There  are  five  Midwives  practising  in  the  District. 

Glinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : 

1.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  established  now  some  years,  continues  to  do 
good  work.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  bi-weekly  and  gives  advice  and 
treatment,  cases  requiring  operative  treatment  being  referred  to  the  Salisbury 
Infirmary.  A  whole-time  Health  Visitor  assists  at  the  Centre.  The  Health 
Visitor  visits  most  mothers  on  receipt  of  notification  of  birth  and  the  children 
subsequently  up  to  School  age.  The  Centre  is  located  at  Hulse  House, 
Churchfields,  and  consists  of  a  Consulting  Room,  Waiting  Room  and  Room 
for  Voluntary  Workers  who  do  very  excellent  work.  It  is  financed  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

Total  attendances  of  Mothers  with  Infants  during  the  year  was  1451, 
an  average  per  week  of  28. 

Work  of  Health  Visitor. — Total  Visits  paid  in  1923  was  3450.  To 
Expectant  Mothers  25,  to  Infants  under  one  year  1630,  Visits  on  notification 
of  birth  927,  Visits  to  children  from  1—5  867.  One  case  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  was  visited. 

During  1923,  179  Babies  were  given  milk  in  its  natural  or  dried  form 
and  17  Mothers.  The  total  number  of  pints  supplied  was  5432.

This  Centre  has  just  completed  the  seventh  year  of  its  existence, 
and  during  that  period  it  has  shown  a  gradual  and,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory 
increase  m  the  number  of  attendances.  The  Health  Visitor  is  notified  of 
the  birth  of  every  child  m  the  City,  and  visits  the  home  within  a  few  days  to 
notify  the  parents  of  the  advisability  of  bringing  the  child  to  the  Centre, 
bessions  are  held  twice  a  week,  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  at  which 

^ed\CxT  ?fficer  an(i  the  Health  Visitor  are  present.  There  is  also  a  rota 
ot  Rady  Workers,  who  give  their  services  voluntarily.  At  least  five  of  these 
attend  at  each  session  to  help  the  Health  Visitor  in  preparing  the  infants  for 
inspection,  m  distributing  certain  approved  foods  for  those  infants  who 
cannot  be  nursed,  or  who  cannot  digest  ordinary  milk,  and  to  show  and  give 
instructions  concerning  suitable  clothing  for  babies. 


Lack  child  is  weighed  at  every  attendance  at  all  events  for  its  first 
year,  and  a  record  of  the  weight  is  kept  on  two  cards,  one  of  which,  containing 
other  particulars,  is  kept  at  the  Centre  and  the  other  given  to  the  mother  ° 


The  children  are  then  examined 
requiring  alteration  in  feeding,  &c., 


by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  any  points 
are  explained  to  the  mothers. 


In  the  event  of  illness  being  discovered  in  any  child  attending  one  of 
two  courses  is  adopted. 


1.  A  printed  slip,  addressed  to  the  mother’s  own  doctor,  is  filled  up 
and  she  is  instructed  to  take  it  to  him  at  once. 


*  event  of  there  being  no  medical  attendant,  and  if  the  means  of 

t  e  parents  prevent  their  consulting  one,  a  recommendation  is 
given  to  Salisbury  General  Infirmary.  The  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  of  that  Institution  have  kindly  agreed  to  take  in  children 
who  are  brought  with  this  recommendation,  either  immediately’ 
as  urgencies,  or  as  ordinary  cases  on  Saturdays.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  has  been  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  Centre,  especially  in 

?oUtt-mSeS  refiulrmS  immediate  surgical  and  medical  treatment. 
72  children  were  sent  last  year.  During  the  past  year,  1923 
the  total  number  of  new  cases  has  been  213,  and  the  total  number 
of  attendances  has  been  1418,  as  compared  with  197  and  1430  in 

?9^?’  191  and  658  in  tlle  first  year  of  the  Centre,  viz., 

1917.  I  he  figures  suggest  that  a  regular  percentage  of  children 
born  m  the  City  are  brought  to  the  Centre,  and  that  there  is  an 
increasing  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  help  and  advice 
given  there. 


It  is  unfortunate  that  more  women  do  not  attend  for  ante-natal  advice

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The  number  of  mothers  bringing  second,  and  third  babies  to  the  Centre 
for  advice  is  very  satisfactory  in  showing  that  the  help  that  is  given  there  is 
much  appreciated.  The  interest  taken  by  the  Lady  Voluntary  Workers  in 
individual  cases,  especially  when,  as  so  often  occurs,  these  cases  are  visited 
in  their  own  homes,  is  of  the  greatest  value  in  keeping  the  women  in  touch 
with  the  Centre,  and  ensuring  their  regular  attendance. 

Ante-natal  Examinations  and  Treatment.— The  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Infirmary  (Dr.  J.  E.  Gordon),  informs  me 
that  51  women  from  the  District  were  examined  at  the  Hospital  during  some 
period  of  their  pregnancy,  and  15  of  these  cases  received  In-patient  treatment. 

This  figure  probably  does  not  include  all  cases  of  pregnancy  with  com¬ 
plications  which  were  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

There  were  383  births  notified  during  1923.  These  figures  are  given  to 
show  that  one-seventh  of  the  women  who  are  pregnant  in  the  District  do 
get  advice  and  treatment,  if  needed,  in  the  ante-natal  state.

Infirmary.

Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector  : 


Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  is  one  in  the  District,  situated  in  Winchester  Street 
and  registered  to  accommodate  44  Lodgers.  The  house  is  a  series  of  dwelling  houses  con¬ 
verted  mto  a  common  lodging  house,  and  is  thus  old  fashioned.  It  is  well  lighted  and  ven¬ 
tilated,  and  kept  scrupulously  clean  throughout.  42  Inspections  were  made,  when  the  premises 
were  found  each  time  in  a  cleanly  condition.  The  usual  limewashing,  as  required  by  Section 
82  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875,  was  duly  carried  out.  ^ 


Offensive  Trades—  There  are  5  of  these  on  the  Register,  4  of  Tripe  boiling,  and  1  of  a 
Fellmonger.  Periodical  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises,  when  they  were  found  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 


Van  Dwellings  used  for  Human  Habitation. —At  the  last  October  Fair  28  inspections 
were  made  of  the  Caravans  so  used  ;  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition,  and  the  inmates  free  from  infectious  disease. 

Schools.  or<^er  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  in  Elementary  Schools 
the  Head  Teachers  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Education  Committee  are  notified  immediately  of  the 
existence  of  a  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  homes  of  children.  274  notices  were  sent 
out  requiring  parents  to  prohibit  their  children  from  attending  school  until  disinfection  had 
been  carried  out  and  for  a  definite  period  from  the  appearance  of  the  last  case.

Horse  conveyances  are  gradually  being  replaced  by  motor  vehicles,  thus  re¬ 
ducing  the  number  of  manure  pounds  either  on  or  adjacent  to  these  premises.  This 
materially  assists  m  combatmg  the  fly  nuisance  so  prevalent  in  Bakehouses. 

-Visits  were  paid  to  several  of  these 
premises  to  inquire  under  what  conditions  the  creams  were  being  made,  also  to  ascertain  if 
the  premises  were  being  kept  in  a  sanitary  state  and  to  examine  thoroughly  the  utensils  used 
It  is  believed  that  samples  of  the  powder  used  for  manufacturing  these  creams  are  now  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  purpose  of  analysis.  No  cause  for  complaint  or  nuisances  was  discovered.  1
